ORDER

On October 13, 1999, Crown Communication Inc. ("Crown"), NPCR, Inc. d/b/a
Nextel Partners and Kentucky CGSA, Inc. d/b/a BellSouth Mobility, Inc. (collectively, the
"Applicants") filed an application seeking a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity
to construct and operate a wireless telecommunications facility. The proposed facility is
to be located at 1100 Armstrong Mill Road, Lexington, Fayette County, Kentucky. The
coordinates for the proposed facility are North Latitude 37° 58' 46.75" by West Longitude
84° 29' 36.22".

Crown has provided information regarding the structure of the tower, safety
measures, and antenna design criteria for the proposed facility. Based upon the
application, the design of the tower and foundation conforms to applicable nationally
recognized building standards, and the plans have been certified by a Licensed

Professional Engineer.




Pursuant to KRS 100.987, the Applicants have submitted a uniform application to
the local planning unit for review. The Lexington-Fayette Urban County Government,
Division of Planning, approved the proposed construction. The Applicants have filed
applications with the Federal Aviation Administration ("FAA") and the Kentucky Airport
Zoning Commission ("KAZC") seeking approval for the construction and operation of the
proposed facility. Both decisions are pending.

The Applicants have filed evidence of the appropriate notices provided pursuant to
807 KAR 5:063. The notices solicited any comments and informed the recipients of their
right to request intervention. The Commission received several public comments regarding
the proposed construction. However, no requests for intervention or a public hearing have
been filed.

Pursuant to KRS 278.280, the Commission is required to determine proper
practices to be observed when it finds, upon complaint or on its own motion, that the
facilities of any utility subject to its jurisdiction are unreasonable, unsafe, improper, or
insufficient. To assist the Commission in its efforts to cofnply with this mandate, Crown
should notify the Commission if it does not use this antenna tower to provide service in the
manner set out in its application and this Order. Upon receipt of such notice, the
Commission may, on its own motion, institute proceedings to consider the proper practices,
including removal of the unused antenna tower, which should be observed by Crown.

The Commission, having considered the evidence of record and being otherwise

sufficiently advised, finds that the Applicants have demonstrated that a facility is necessary
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to provide adequate utility service and therefore should be granted a Certificate of Public
Convenience and Necessity to construct the proposed facility.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Crown is granted a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to
construct a wireless telecommunications facility. The facility is to be located at 1100
Armstrong Mill Road, Lexington, Fayette County, Kentucky. The coordinates for the facility
are North Latitude 37° 58' 46.75" by West Longitude 84° 29' 36.22".

2. The Applicants shall file a copy of the final decisions regarding their pending
FAA and KAZC applications for the proposed construction within 10 days of receiving these
decisions.

3. Crown shall immediately notify the Commission in writing, if, after the
antenna tower is built and utility service is commenced, the tower is not used for a period
of 3 months in the manner authorized by this Order.

MINUTES FOR THE NOVEMBER 18, 1999, PLANNING COMMISSION MEETING
Subdivision & Zoning Items
{Combined Meeting)

I ATTENDANCE - The Chair called the meeting to order at 1:01 p.m. on Thursday, November 18, 1999, in the
Council Chamber, Second Floor, 200 East Main Street, Lexington, Kentucky. Present were Commission Mem-
bers Eugene Ballentine, Ben P. Bransom, Jr., Carolyn S. Bratt (left @ 3:50 p.m.}), Thomas M. Cooper, Anne D.
Davis, Sarah Gregg, Dallam B. Harper, Jr. (arrived at 1:06 p.m.), George L. Logan (arrived @ 1:03 p.m.), Keith
Mays, Don Robinson, and Rose M. Lucas, Chair.

Planning Staff in attendance were Director Dale Thoma, Bill Sallee, Linden Smith, Joe Lenney, Jimmy Emmons,
Chris Riegert, Stuart Kearns, Doug Greene, David Swenk, Susie Skillman, and Rose Carver. Other government
staff members in attendance were Chris Westover, Department of Law; Bob Bayert, Engineering Division; Howard
Huggins, Traffic Engineering Division; and Belinda Labadie, Building Inspection Division.

Note: The Chair announced a change in the order of the agenda, noting that at the conclusion of Land Subdivi-
sion items, the Commission would first consider “Interpretation of Subdivision Regulations,” followed by the Cel-
lular Antenna Tower request. Both of the matters are listed under “Commission Items.” At the conclusion of
these two matters, the remainder of the agenda would be considered in the regular order.

i. APPROVAL OF MINUTES - The Chair announced that the minutes of the past meetings of September 16, Octo-
ber 21 and October 28, 1999 were distributed with this agenda and were ready for Commission consideration.

Action — A motion was made by Dr. Cooper, seconded by Ms. Bratt and carried 9-0 (Logan, Harper absent at this
time), to approve the minutes of the past meetings of September 16, October 21 and October 28, 1999.

Hi. SOUNDING THE AGENDA - In order to expedite completion of agenda items, the Chair sounded the agenda in
regard to any postponements, withdrawals and items requiring no discussion.

A Postponements or Withdrawals - The Chair asked for any items where postponement or withdrawal was
being requested. For any such items, the Chair inquired as to any opposition, and the Commission
voted on the request. The following items were postponed at this time.

1. DP 89-93: NDC PROPERTY 7NIT 1 (P-1 AREA) (WELLINGTON WAY) ~ Ruccio Way

Representation -Ms. Sara Tuttle, Parrott-Ely-Hurt Engineers, requested a postponement to the De-
cember 16 meeting.

Action ~ A motion was made by Mr. Robinson, seconded by Mr. Bransom and carried 9-0 {Logan,
Harper absent), to postpone DP 99-93, to the December 16, 1998 meeting.

vi. COMMISSION ITEMS
A CELLULAR ANTENNA TOWER - The Chair announced that the Commission would hold a hearing on the

following cellular tower request. (Note: This matter was the second item considered after subdivision items.)

1.

CELLULAR ANTENNA TOWER AT 1100 ARMSTRONG MILL ROAD - a request by Crown
Communications, Inc. to erect a cellular antenna tower at 1100 Armstrong Mill Road.

Staff Report — Ms. Skillman, Current Planning Section, presented the staff's report on this cell
tower request. She made a photo presentation in conjunction with her report that included photos
of the subject property, as well as surrounding properties.

This request involves the Lexington Baptist Temple Property on which a cell tower is presently lo-
cated, but a replacement tower is being proposed. The existing tower is 190 feet high with a 13-
foot lightning arrestor, for a total of 203 feet. The tower was approved by the Public Service
Commission in 1994. The new replacement tower would be 245 feet tall with a 25-foot lightning
arrestor, for a total of 270 feet in height. The approximate locations of the existing tower and the
proposed tower were noted, and Ms. Skiliman advised that the existing tower would be removed.
She also presented a sketch to illustrate the height of the new tower as compared to the existing
tower. Various photographs were shown of abutting residential uses that would be mast visually
impacted by the tower. She noted that the tower was not readily visible from Tates Creek Road or
Parliament Way; however, it was very prominent from Lady Di Lane.

In reviewing this proposal, staff looked at it in relation to the Comprehensive Plan. The Plan does
not contain direct statements about cellular antenna towers; thus, it was difficuit to draw a direct
correlation for making a recommendation. Therefore, staff looked at the Goals and Objectives of
the Plan; specifically, Goals IX and XIll, and pertinent objectives. She reviewed these Goals and
Objectives, as well as Zoning Ordinance issues, and co-location issues. She pointed out that an
important factor to consider was that two towers would be needed to serve this area without the
replacement tower. Thus, the taller tower would mean an overall reduction in the number of tow-
ers in the immediate vicinity, and it would be less obtrusive than two having two towers of the
same size. Based on this, the request is consistent with the Comprehensive Plan and the staff
recommended approval, for the following reasons:

1. The proposed tower is to be a replacement of an existing tower that was approved by the
Public Service Commission in 1994 over the objections of the Urban County Government. In
regard to the existing tower, the Public Service Commission found that the “proposed location
appears to be an acceptable site in a highly populated, primarily residential area, and mini-
mizes aesthetic and safety concerns to the extent feasible.”

2. The increase in the height of the tower will allow additional cellular telephone carriers to co-
locate. Overall, this will result in at least one less tower location in the vicinity.

3. The requested tower is in agreement with the following Goals and Objectives of the Compre-
hensive Plan:

Goal IX. TO PRESERVE, PROTECT AND ENHANCE EXISTING NEIGHBORHOODS.

Objectives:
B. Retain the character, identity and appearance of existing residential and non-residential
areas.

H. Maintain, preserve and revitalize existing neighborhoods.
I Support and maintain existing neighborhoods to ensure the character and quality of ur-
ban life.

Goal Xlil. PROVIDE ESSENTIAL PUBLIC FACILITIES FOR URBAN DEVELOPMENTS.

Objectives:
F. Promote the most effective utilization of ail essential pubiic facilities.
J. Provide adequate opportunities for private non-residential essential public facilities to

satisfy the needs of the community.

Representation — Mr. James Amato, attorney for the applicant, guaranteed that the existing tower
would be removed if this is approved. He concurred with the staff recommendation, and elabo-
rated on the need for this service and the trend to co-locate antennas on a single tower, thereby
preventing the proliferation of towers.

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Rev. Earl Smith, Pastor of the Lexington Baptist Temple, was also present in support of the pro-
posal.

Commission Questions/Comments- Mrs. Gregg inquired about notification in this matter, and Ms.
Skillman advised that notices were mailed twice to surrounding neighbors within 500 feet of the
tower. The first was sent by the attorneys advising them of the filing, and the second was sent by
the staff advising them of today’s meeting.

Obijections — None

Action -~ A motion was made by Dr. Cooper, seconded by Mr. Bransom and carried 11-0, for ap-
proval of the replacement tower proposal at 1100 Armstrong Mill Road, for the reasons given by
the staff, with the condition that the existing tower is demolished.

B. INTERPRETATION OF SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS regarding the gates on Edgewater Drive, located
in a single-family residential subdivision served by private streets.

Staff Report — Mr. Sallee presented the staff report on this matter (copy attached) which was brought
about by a request from the Law Department to review the applicable sections of the Land Subdivision
Regulations as they relate to the requirements of government and utility access on private streets. The
Divisions of Fire and Police provided the staff with a list of more than 20 locations in the community
where private streets and/or access easements have been gated. Also, the Police and Fire Departments
provided a synopsis of the existing gate at this location, indicating that there are some inadequacies in
providing access for emergency vehicles.

In this particular location, two recent emergency service calls to Lakeview Island were interrupted by
gates, causing a delay in response. For years, the gates were manned by guards to control access, a
method which worked well and presented no problems. More recently, however, the guards were re-
placed by technology, which has fed to the issue of whether or not this met the requirement of private
streets to provide full and open access by emergency and utility vehicles {o these gated communities.
Other problems associated with the gates were noted in the staff report.

In summary, the staff found that until existing technology improves beyond the level found in the Lake-
view Island gate system, the best means to allow emergency vehicles “fuil access” would be 10 leave the
gates open, or to employ security guards to control access.

Staff Recommendations: Should the members of the Lakeview Island Association (and possibly the

owners of other gates on private streets) pursue the use of only technological means to control access to

their streets, the planning staff would offer the following recommendations:

1. Provide security guards to control access to private streets.
Historically, this is how the awners of private streets have controlled access in the past. This would
ensure that the LFUCG could provide emergency service at all hours, with little or no interruption to
their emergency runs.

2. Research new technologies that may provide the same response as security guards for emer-
gency vehicles.
This would provide the opportunity for dialogue between neighborhoods and the LFUCG police and
fire departments, and allow consideration of future technologies that may prove more reliable than
that currently in place.

3. Research the technology allowed in other U. S. cities and counties for "gated communities.”
This is primarily a function for the Urban County Government, and might ultimately require amend-
ments to the Code of Ordinances, the Zoning Ordinance and/or the Subdivision Regulations.

Mr. Sallee also circulated a letter from The Island Association dated November 4, 1999, asserting that
they were in compliance with the existing Subdivision Regulations.

Comments from Police & Fire Departments

Fire Chief Bill Holleran stated that their position is to try to reduce the amount of response time anywhere
in the community, regardless of whether a street is gated or not. He described the concerns with ram-
ming gates--possible damage to vehicles and employees, as well as the gates themselves. As Fire
Chief, he is charged with the heaith and safety of the people in this community, and he said they would
